The 
net result of the session in regard to personal 
politics has been to confirm Harcourt in his 
claim to the succession of the Liberal leader- 
ship after Gladstone’s death. He has taken 
rank as by far the most brilliant debater of his 
time. He has wit, scholarship, political skill 


and has Liberalism. The party will probably 


hall him with acclamation. 
CHAMBERLAIN TRAPPED. 

Chamberlain has been fairly trapped in 
Ulster. The Orangemen and Tories have 
joined with the Liberal tenant-righters, ar- 
ranging to give him a reception in October.

The Liberal Contribution of Mr. Brunner, 
M. P., to Relieve Irish Distress. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LonDon, September 17.—The most signifi- 
cant evidence in proof of the growing popu- 
larity of the home rule doctrine is shown by 
the expressions of sympathy for Ireland on 
the part of prominent Englishmen. Mr, Brun- 


started the idea of raising a fundin England 
for the Irish cause. In a letter published yes 
terday he subscribes £1,000 to the pro- 
posed fund. The object to be secured by 
the latter is shown in the following extract 
from his letter: 

‘*First—Relief of acute cases of distress 
among evicted tenants and laborers now in 
enforced idleness. 

‘*Second—The adoption of Sir Redvers Bul- 
ler’s suggestion to provide some machinery 
that will inquire into the tenant’s situation 
before proceeding with his eviction. 
‘*Third—Alding, either with legal assistance 
or with a moderate but sufficient gift, those in 
danger of eviction. 

‘*‘Fourth—Helping fishermen in the same 
manner as Lady Burdett-Coutts has helped a 
few. 

‘*Fifth—The provision of relief works of a 
permanent and reproductive character in the 
more distressed districts. 

Sixth—Generally,as far as possible,to replace 
the kindly and moderating influence until re- 
cently exercised on both great parties to the 
struggle by Sir Michael Hicks-Beach and Bir 
Redvers Buller. 

‘*For the effecting of these subjects and the 
meeting of these needs, large sums will be 
needed, and I sincerely trust will be obtained. 
Let us ask Lord Spencer, Lord Aberdeen and 
Lord Wolverton to be trustees to the fund,and 
let us ask Mr. Tuke to give us the benefit of 
his close knowledge of Ireland. A commis- 
sion of well-known men of the four 
nations should be appointed to superin- 
tend on the one hand the collection of 
funds in Great Britain, and on the other 
their disbursement in Ireland. I have great 
pleasure in inclosing acheck for £1,000, with 
the sincere hope that this appeal may be met 
by a hearty response. Ican imagine no more 
powerful agency for bringing to an end the 
bitter strife now existing over so large a por- 
tion of Ireland, almost amounting to civil war, 
and exasperation, which leads to outrage and

President Cleveland Delivers a 
Brief But Eloquent Add ress. 


The Exercises in Independence Square— 
Enthusiastic Reception of President and 
Mrs. Cleveland—Speeches by Hon. John

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., September 17.—This was 
the third and last day of the third centennial 
celebration at the Cradie of Liberty’’ within 
the kast eleven years. It was Memorial 
day.

It is well known that the only practica- 
ble solution of Chicago’s sewerage and 
drinking-water problem is to be found in 
a ide and deep“ stream flowing ont of 
Lake Michigan and through the Illinois 
River to the Mississippi. Ex-Senator 
DOLITTLE and others have demonstrated 
that such a stream would be worth to 
Chicago more than it would cost, con- 
sidered merely as a means of divert- 
ing her drainage from the harbor, 
from which her entire supply of 
water is derived. If the proposed 
canal or stream can be made and kept 
navigable for lake and river craft, Mli- 
nois would have, in such a connection be- 
tween the lakes and the Mississippi, a 
waterway which would be worth to her as 
many times its cost as the Erie Canal has 
been to the State of New York. It would 
therefore pay her well to make this im- 
provement, and Chicago, deriving a 
double benefit from it both as a sanitary 
improvement and as a new means of 
cheap transportation, could well afford to 
pay half theexpense. Costing far less 
than the Erie Canal it would be worth far 
more because it would add the Mississippi 
and its tributaries to the waterway of 
which the Erie Canal is only a part. 

But it is to be feared that this conven- 
tion instead of addressing itself to this 
great work on its merits, will bandicayp it 
with the Hennepin Canal project and aim 
at nothing but a combination to foist the 
work upon the Federal Government. As 
the latter has never helped New York to 
maintain her ErieCanal, on what ground 
can it make an exception in favor of the 
lilinois and Michigan canal? Once con- 
structed and in use as parts of a vast in- 
ternal waterway, plainly benefiting large 
groups of States besides New York and 
Illinois, both might be accepted, paid for 
and maintained by the Federal Govern- 
ment as parts of a great National high- 
way. But the propusition as it now stands 
looks too much like asking the United 
States to construct a sewer for Chicago, 
or what may at best turn out to be a local 
freight canal connecting that city with u 
few of the interior counties of Illinois. 


A WHEW DEPARTURE. 

The public has become fatigued with the 
exploits of women who court notoriety 
by cowhiding men. In such episodes, 
the regulation role for the male victim to 
play is to stand and take the flogging, or 
run likeaturkey; but a few days ago, 
Mr. A. J. CARROLL of CMnton, III., while 
being cowhided by Mrs. Berry of that 
town, introduced an original and startling 
innovation in the order of exercises. In- 
stead of taking his whipping like a little 
man, or absconding like ascared rabbit, 
he jerked the whip from her and gave her 
a sound threshing with it. In this case 
the victim’s offense was hitching his horse 
in front of Mrs. Bexry’s residence while 
calling on another lady. 

Ir is feared that Mr. CaRROLL’s eccen- 
tric new departure will seriously interfere 
with the popularity of the cowhide as an 
advertising medium. Obscure and de- 
cayed actresses will not be so eager to 
flog their managers and leading men; 
while angry maidens will have to resort 
to the old devices for torturing their 
sweethearts and bridging over the rough 
places in the path of true love. 

Perhaps this is all for the best, but it re- 
stricts the shining mission of the cowhide 
to a much narrower range. People 
should pay for the advertising that they 
gét, whether they seek it through a news- 
paper or a horse-whip.

Women humorists are scarce, but Josiah 
Allen“ Wife is a notable Her 
humor is abundant. ‘‘Samantha at Saratoga’’is 
a book that any one may read and every one 
‘should enjoy. Those who have read Saman- 
tha at the Centennial will remember that the 
choicest perfume of that delightful book arose 
from the savory morsels of Yankee dialett 
with which the dialogue is favored. Saman- 
tha has lost none of her Eastern-country 
twang since she visited the Centennial. She is 
somewhat older, a shade more matronly, ver- 
haps, more given to ‘‘sithing aloud,’’ and to 
that gentle habit of melancholy nagging 
by which many women maintain domes- 
tic discipline, but she is the same 
quaint, innocent creature that she was 
before, and as for Josiah, he has not grown 
an inch A new character is introduced 


into the present work, a young woman named 


Ardelia, who is given to the production of 
romantic verses. Mrs. Allen is not much im- 
pressed by the poetic beauty of these poems, 
which were usually inspired by current events, 
but the girl went on writing, notuing daunted, 
and she and her verses form one of the most 
atnusing features of the work. We leave her 
safely harbored in the quiet waters of matri- 
mony, where, it is to be hoped, she will find 
other pursuits than making one rhyme fit 
badly with another. 
Here aré some specimens of her verses:

She had brought her 
child up to that authority in literary matters 
with the modest request that Mrs. Allen would 
launch her child’s bark on the sea of litera- 
ture. Poor J. A.’s wife ‘‘sithed’’ a good deal 
during the recitations, and was willing to pro- 
nounce them“ remarkable poems, to the great 
satisfaction of the mother, but more she could 
not say. Truth, however, like murder, ‘‘will 
out, and the cause of an unpleasant revela- 
tion for the poor mother were some lines on 
that harmless animal, the cat, apropos of 
which the following conversation took place. 
It is abridged to meet the exigencies of jour- 
nalism:

“The Toller,“ by Anton Mauve — Profes- 
sional Opinion and How It Differs From 
the Popular Liking—A Little Picture 
With a Big Price-—Gabriel Max in a New 
Manner—Edgar J. Bissell’s ‘Waiting’ 
and “Un Connoisseur.”’ 


Think of the pictures in the art galleries of 
the Exposition which never attract any atten- 
tion whatever! How many pictures are never 
seen!

The scene at the Fair Grounds during the 
past week has been an unusually busy one 
oaused by the many exhibitors preparing their 
locations for the coming Fair. There are now 
over 200 workmen employed on the grounds.

THE NATIONAL OPERA COMPANY. 


Manager Locke Talks About the Failure and 
This Season’s Plans. 


A dispatch to the New York Timesfrom Phil- 
adelphia states that Charles E. Locke is sole 
proprietor of the National Opera Company for 
this season. It continues: Gustav Hinrichs 
who was Theodore Thomas’ assistant con- 
ductor last season, will be the conductor of 
the company. There will be 300 persons in the 
company and 50 musicians in the orchestra, 
including Cheshire, who was the harpist of the 


famous Hans Richter orchestra of Vienna. 
Among the leading artists there will be Emma 
Juch, Mme. Fursch-Madi, Helen Hastreiter, 
Clara Poole, Amand! Fabris, Agnes Pering, 
and Bertha Pierson. Of the male members of 
the company contracts have been made with 
Sylva, the dramatic tenor, who created the 
role of Nero in Europe, and Barton McGuckin, 
who has been the leading tenor in England 
with Carl Rosa’s company for the past 
four years. Ludwig, the baritone of the 
American Opera Company, has been re- 
engaged, and also Alonzo Stoddard and a new 
English baritone named Black, who in Europe 
is pronounced a second Santley, is expected 
to make a big sensation in this country. 
Frank Vetta, an American, who bas made a 
ood reputation in London as a basso pro- 
undo, will sing the leadin bass parts. 

The chorus will be composed pretty much of 
the same material as was in the American 
Opera Company. While Mr. Locke says that 
the ballet is not essential to the artistic suc- 
cess of grand opera, he will have a ballet of 
forty competent dancers simply to interpret 
the ballet music written by Gounod for 
‘*Faust’’ and by Rubinstein for Nero, and 
such other operas as require a Dallet to pre- 
vent the mutilation of the score.

THE FRIENDS OF THE ANARCHISTS DETER- 
MINED TO SAVE THEM. 


George A. Schilling, Chairman of the An- 
archists“ Defense Fund Arrives in New 
York—The Committee Alleged to Be 
Made Up of Business Men—Herr Most 
Talks—Socialistic Meetings—The Illinois 
Supreme Court Denounced by the Ar- 


beiter Zeitung. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCcH. 

New York, September 17.—George A. Schill- 
ing,chairman of the Anarchists’ Defense Com- 
mittee, arrived at the Grand Central Depot at 
7:55 last night from Chicago. He is an Ameri- 
can by birth and is about 88 years of age. At 
one time he was a member ot the Socialistic 
Labor party, but about Weven years ago he 
came to the conclusion that State Socialism 
was impracticable,and studied the individual- 
ism of Proudhon and other writers of that 
school. About the same time he entered the 
Knights of Labor, and has devoted his spare 
time and attention to organizing the work- 
ers of Chicago into that order. He 
belongs to no other organization what- 
ever. He frequently wrote for 
John Swinton’s Paper, of which he was an in- 
defatigable advocate. Hehas been earnestly 
working to save the lives of the condemned 
Anarchists of Chicago. Although their cause 
appears to be now hopeless, neither he nor 
his triends have given it up as lost. He comes 
to this city primarily to consult the great law- 
yers of the East, Ingersoll, Pryor and Butler, 
and perhaps others, but will use the occasion 
to arouse the interest of the workingmen in 
the case and to urgeon them the necessity of 
raising funds. He brought with him copies of 
the briefs of Capt. Black, the prisoner’s coun- 
sel, and of District-Attorney Grinnell, as well 
as copies of the decision of the Supreme Court. 

SCHILLING’S STATEMENT. 

og have shought of little else lately than the 
case of these men in the city prison. They did 
not have afairtrial; they did not get a fair 
chance fortheir lives. It was well known that 
the jury was prejudiced when it went into the 
box. Nota Knight of Labor or a workingman 
who was a member of a trades union was al- 
lowed to go on the jury; in fact, Rice, whose 
duty was to summon the talesman, told a 
friend of mine, a business man, that he only 
summoned those who be knew would hang 
the prisoners. My informant refused to 
make a voluntary affidavit to that effect, 


and Judge Gary refused to make him tes- 
tify. Over a hundred and filty men were 
summoned on the jury panel from the First 
Ward, which has a population of business 
men, and only between twelve and fourteen 
from the Fourteenth, which is a workingmen 
ward with 130,000 inbabitants, and they were 
all rejected.

Mo propose to bring the matter before the 
United States Supreme Court if possible, and 
we are assured that we bave a good case. I 
am here to consult with various lawyers in re- 
lation to the matter and try and retain one of 
them.

SAVING THE CONDEMNED MEN. 

Herr Most, in talking toa gentieman at the 
office of the Freiheit, said vesterday morning 
among other things: ‘‘We shall make a 
great effort to save the condemned men. 
Before ten days a great movement wiil be 
started all over the country; next Monday 
night a mass-meeting will be held in Cooper's 
Union and soon after in Madison Square Gar- 
den, and perhaps in Union Square. I shall 
possibly speak Monday night and afterwards. 
Yes, the Anarchists abroad are increasing 
themselves, and nothing will be left undone. 
Already some of the papers are toning down 
their news, and are tending towards clem- 
ency. They will see their mistake, and one by 
one willcome over to our views. If George 
Francis Train wants to talk for our benefit we 
shall be glad to have him. I have no 
idea these men will be hanged on 
November Il, or any other time. We shalldoa 
taper deal, and in afew days the country will 

e talking of little else. The Supreme Court 
of the United States will meet in October. If 
their decision is in our favor, well and good; 
if not—weil, we'll waitand see. If the press 
would report our doings as they occur we 
would not say a word, butthey do not. That 
is why we don't like to talk; very few, if any, 
of the Anarchists in this city willtalk or even 
letastranger in their rooms. They don’t 
know but what he may be a spy, and some 
one sent by the public. Consequently, we do 
not like to say much to any one.’’ 

A GREAT UPRISING. 

August Schlagg was foundin his saloon in 
Fifth street and said: 

„There will bean uprising In this cause from 
the Atlantic tothe Pacific. Money will come 
from everywhere; already there is $35,000 in 
Chicago forthe defense. Perhaps these men 
will hang. If they doit cannot be helped, 
but that won't be the end of it. There 
have been martyrs to every cause and 
these men will die as martyrs. Why, 
only two of the seyen were present when 
the bomb was thrown, but the capitalists 
and press say to these men: ‘Well, you 
advocate principles to which we object and 

ou must be made an example of., Every 

aboring man in this country sympathbizes 
with them, be he Anarchist, Knight of Labor 
or anything else. It these men are hanged it 
Will do the labor movement more good than 
can now be estimated. Such a thing has 
never happened before inthis country and 
we cannot yet tell what the result will be, but 
it will not end November 11. 

, THE TRIAL A FARCE. 

Another friend of the Anarchists sitting near 
said: ‘‘Yes, these men are martyrs ande us 
Mr. Schlagg says, if they are hanged there will 
be astound ng results. Few know the exact 
details of their arrest and trial, and when peo- 
ple learn of the farce and thatthe men are in- 
nocent, they will change their opinions at 
once. Why, according tothe Constitution of 
the United States this is a free country, and

A SCHOOL BOARD ROW. 


Wheeling, W. Va., Agitated Over a Scandal 
Invelving a Teacher. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WHEELING, W. Va., September 17.—One of 
the most disgraceful and scandalous affairs 
that has ever taken place in this city was given 
prominence yesterday through the published 
report of the proceedings of the City Board of 
Education Thursday night. The result has 
been a great deal of excitement during the 
day and the very seriousinjury of the public 
schools, while the President of the Board and 
one of the lady teachers appointed by 
him are pretty well disgraced in the eyes 
ot the community. As early as July last ru- 
mors began to spread about the city concern- 
ing an intimacy between Dr. J. H. Pipes, Presi- 
dent of the Board, and Miss Jane A. Greenlee, 
a teacher inthe Ritchie Sub-district School. 
This matter crept into the meeting of the 
Board in July, and led at that time to a scene. 
The newspapers, however, by mutual con- 
sent, said nothing of the matter, it was 
hoped it would die out. Miss Gr ee had 
been the favorite of Dr. Pipes for years, and 
rumors alleged that she had been introduced 
into the doctor’s own house for improper pur- 
poseg. At the July meeting, when nomina- 
tions for reappointment of teachers were 
made, Miss Greenlee’s name was sentin, but 
was rejected. At the August meeting the 
name of the lady was again handed in 
by Dr. Pipes, and after a repetition of the 
scene of the month before, the matter was re- 
ferred to a special committee which took testi- 
mony and reported that it had a very unsatis- 
factory experience. In view of this Miss 
Greenlee was again rejected bya majority of 
ohe. Ataspecial meeting of the Board on 
Wednesday, it was rumored that Dr. Pipes 
was to again bring Miss Greenlee forward as 
an additional teacher for one of the primary 
grades. Heretofore she has been the gram- 
mar room teacher. 

THE RUMOR SPREAD 

and the meeting of last night was looked for- 
ward to by a lurge number of citizens with ab- 
sorbing interest. There was a full turnout of 
members in consequence. It was evident to 
all that something out of the usual run was 
about to —1— everybody knew what the 
nature ot the business was, and there were 
predictions of trouble. There were a number 
of prominent Eighth Ward citizens in the 
lobby and by 8:30 o’clock their number was 
largely increased. The door opened sud- 
denly and there filed into the room be- 
tween thirty and forty ladies from the Eighth 
Ward, headed by Mrs. Jesse Wheat. They were 
of all ages and all members of well-known 

families in that part of the city. Bringing up 
the rear was a delegation of men, numbering 
about twenty. The entrance of this large del- 
egation created consternation among the 
members of the Board. At a favorable 
moment Dr. Pipes again presented Miss 
Greenlee’s name, when the storm burst and 
there was almost a riot. It was impossible to 
proceed with business, and the session 
broke up. Every woman in t room 
spoke her mind freely. Dr. McCoy Bnatched 
up a petition and said something about 
the infringement of the sacred right of peti- 
tion, and the snub, as he calls it, that had been 
puton the people. All he said could not be 
heard. Another member waved his arms ex- 
citedly and shouted to Dr. McCoy to go home. 
The excitement was intense. White faces 
were seen on all sides, the women hissed and 
pointed fingers of derision at Dr. Pipes, who 
stood in his place looking on with a be- 
wildered air. Suddenly some one cried 
‘‘order’’ vehemently, and to urge the mem 

bers to come together again for the purpose of 
transacting more business. One venerable 
and sedate member standing in front of the 
rostrum, moved his arms and shouted: 

Me won’t come to order, we have been in 
session toolongfor the public good now!’’ 
The session was finally resumed and Miss 
Greenlee's appointment was confirmed by a 
majority of two. Then the riot broke out 
afresh; members and outsiders wanted to 
fight; women stormed and hissed, and, even 
after the crowd had drifted out of the room, 
the hubbub was keptup. The end of the mat- 
ter is still along way off and further and more 
serious trouble is expected.

A WONDERFUL PHENOMENON, 


Nova Scotiafis See a Brilliant Meteor as Big 
as an Elephant. 


BARRINGTON, Nova Scotia, September 17.— 
A wonderful phenomenon occurred here Thurs- 
day night abouts8o’clock. A luminous body, 
looking as large as an elephant, with a long 
tail attached, suddenly appeared in the south- 
eastern sky and shot out of sight in a south- 
erly direction. The night was cloudless and 


without a moon, but the stars went 
ont and a strange, soft blue and white 
light lit up the whole firmament as 


bright as day. The light was only five or six 
seconds in duration, when all became sua- 
denly dark again. To aperson at the south 
end it appeared like u fearful explosion in the 
Vicinity of the northeast, in which direc- 
tion the light was brightest, butthe noise 
supposed toaccompany most explosions was 
absent. <A reporter was crossing the North 
End Common when he was startled by a sud- 
den burst of fire lighting up the whole neigh- 
borhood. The meteor descended like a shot 
outof the misty air. It looked likea large 
electric light, and a long tail of sparks trailed 
behind. The whole presented a beautiful 
spectacle. Tothe reporter the flery visitor 
seemed to strike the ground ashort distance 
away. Afterward alow, whirring sound was 
heard in the direction where ee had disap- 
peared. Thesound kept increasing in volume 
till the roar was terrible. It seemed as if the 
bed of the ocean was a huge pot and the water 
was boiling over. Some people fancied they 
feit a slight tremor of the earth, but most per- 
sons felt nothing of the kind. The noise, 
wale was terrifying,lasted fully a minute and 
a halt. 

What was doubtless the same meteor was 
seenin Halifax, but the time was 9 o' clock. 
Its fall was accompanied by a most vivid il- 
lumination of the whole city. There was a 
sudden and almost dazzling flash, lasting for a 
couple of moments, then all was over. In 
Barrington darkness prevented any prosecu- 
tionof any search, as the appearance was not 
followed by any unusual phenomenon. The 
meteor was also seen at Lockport, Shel- 
burne, Yarmouth, Amherst, and other 
towns in different parts of the province. A 
Bridgewater dispatch says that when first seen 
there it appeared to be a large falling star, but 
before it reached the earth it burst into small 
stars of exceeding brilliancy, which illumin- 
ated the heavens in a truly grand style. A 
hissing sort of noise was plainly heard there 
during the meteor’s fall. A Lockport dispatch 
Says the meteor was followed a few minutes 
after its disappearance by asound resembling 
that of distant thunder.

IN A MOMENT OF FRENZY, 


Mercer Beasley, Jr., a Brilliant Lawyer of 
New Jersey Commits Suicide. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPatTcr. ä 
TRENTON, September 17.—Mercer Beasley, 
Jr., Prosecuting-Attorney of Mercer County 
and son of Mercer Beasley, Chief-Justice of 
the New Jersey Supreme Court, shot himself 
in the head last night and is dead. Mr. Beas- 
ley had been in New York, registered at the 
Hoffman House for some weeks, and returned 
to Trenton early yesterday morning. It was 


evident that he had been on a protracted de- 
bauch. Little was seen of him about town 
and it was understood that he was at his 
home, which he had made with Mrs. Eberley 
on West State street for some years. It was 
said that he was ill and required an at- 
tendant at his bedside constantly. Last 
evening, about 9 o’clock, the attendant left 
the room, which was on the second floor, to go 
on an errand and an instant later he heard the 
report of a revolver. — quickly the 
attendant found Mr. Beasley on his back with 
an English bull-dog revolver of 42-calibre in 
his right hand, which rested on his breast. 
Blood was spurting from a gaping wound in 
the right temple, the ball having passed out 
the right eye. Therevolver had been held so 
close to the temple that the powder burned 
the skin. Death was instantaneous. The only 
adult member of the Beasley family in town 
was Lawyer Chauncey Beasley, brother of the 
deceased, who was notified. Chief Justice 
Beasly and Mrs. Beasley are at Monmouth 
Beach, and as the telegraph office is not open 
there late in the evening they will not receive 
the news till this morning. 

Prosecutor Beasley was 43 years of age, and 
was acknowledged to be one of the brightest 
criminal lawyers in New Jersey. He received 
his education in the State schools, and soon 
after was admitted tothe bar. When Garrett 
D. W. Vroom resigned the prosecutorship of 
Mercer County, an office that returns a hand- 
some income, Gov. McClellan appointed Mr. 
Beasley to fill the vacancy. He was re-ap- 
pointed for two successive terms of five years 
each, the last of which will expire next 
winter. Mr. Beasley’s wife was & 
daughter of Gen. Robert F. Stockton ‘and 
had been recognized in society as one of Tren- 
ton’s most beautiful and charming women. 
Four children were born to the couple, but 
after the birth of the last, about seven years 


ago,Mrs.Beasley died. After that time Beasley . 


guve way to melancholy, which sometimes led 
him to drinking in quest of temporary relief. 
His course has been viewed with regret rather 
than censure by a host of friends. His brilliant 
talents shown whenever he appeared in 
the court-room. He was one of the counsel 
for the defense in the famous Janitor Titus 
trial at Belvidere, a year ago, and he had fig- 
ured in other notable cases. Three years ago 
a first cousin of Beasley shot himself dead. He 
was the Rev. Mr. Williamson, rector of St. 
Paul's Episcopal Church, and son of ex-Chan- 
cellor Williamson, That event greatly pros- 
trated him. Just before the saicide Beasley 
had been reading a book. He left no letters 
and it is believed the deed was decided on in a 
moment of frenzy.

TOTALLY DESTROYED. 


The Southern White Lead and Oil Com- 
pany’s Works. 


The corroding works of the Southern White 
Lead and Oil Works, on Main and Lombard 
streets, were totally destroyed by fire last 
night. It was about II o’clock when the fire 
was discovered by the night watchman. He 
immediately got outa line of hose, and with 
the assistance of the otheremployes tried to 
subdue the flames.

During the Season of 87.

Their Work Compared With That 
of the Past Two Years. 


It Surpasses Anything in the History of the 
American Association—Union Park to 
Be Sold Next Byitay—Albany, a Once 
Great Base Ball City—Winning the Se- 
ries—Why the Cranks Complain—How 
the Great Eastern was Lost and Won— 
Will the English Athletes Come to St.

The base ball champlonship season is 
rapidly drawing to aclose, and by October 10 
the St. Louis Browns will have captured the 

ors in the American Association for the 
successive time. There is no doubt 
whatever of the result. Even should the 
champions lose every game they play they 
will still be the victors. More: Even though 
Cinncinnati, who is now second, win every 
game she plays and the Browns lose every 
game, the Browns will still be champions. A 
few figures will show this: Cincinnati has won 
72 games and has lost 50, with 18 to play. 
Should they win these 18 their percentage will 
be .642. The Browns have won 8& games and 
bave lost $1, with 17 games to play. Should 
they lose all of these their percentage will 
be .647, justatrifie heavier than the Cincin- 
natis,but yet enough to win the championship. 
Of course these figures are based upon the 
wildest of wild probabilities. The champions 
will certainly not lose all their games, and the 
Cincinnatis will be far from winning theirs, 
but the security will be consoling at allevents. 
The champions are now sixteen victories in 
advance of the red legged warriors in Cincin- 
nati, and the latter will be lucky if they are 
not shaken in their position by the gentlemen 
over in Kentucky. At all events tnere is no 
danger whatever of the pennant not floating 
over Sportsman’s Park for another season at 
least.

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THE LAST VESTIGE, 


Union Park to Be Sold at Auction, Friday, 
september 23. 


The last nail in the coffin of the League Base 
Ball Company, former owner of the St. Louis 
League Club, will be driven next Friday, Sep- 
tember 23, when Union Park will be sold at 
public auction to satisfy adebt of the ‘‘com- 
pany’’ to a well-known brewery. All the 
property at present on the park including the 
furniture in the club-house, and even the old 


broken chairs stowed away up stairs and a lot 
of useless benches under the grand stand will 
be disposed of to satisfy the debt forthe flowing 
lager now long since consumed and digested. 
This intelligence will be, doubtless, consoling 
to the number of gentiemen who last summer 
bought up at $25 each a number of nice, crisp, 
prettily printed pieces of paper, which, for a 
long time were known as Maroon stock, 
and which afterward, in some unfathomable 
manney,acguired the reputationjof being‘ ‘dead 
wood. ‘‘dead rabbit, dead ’possum’’ and 
various other equally deceased and decayed 
animal and vegetable matter too numerous to 
mention. 

The ‘‘stock’’ served two purposes well, how 
ever. It enabled asmooth young gentleman, 
who afterward became famous as a base ball 
**magnate,’’ to pose atthe head of the dead 
organization known as the St. Louis League 
Club for some months, and, furthermore, en- 
abled the holders to refer to themselves, cas- 
ually as it were, as being ‘‘stockholders inthe 
club,’’ to sit in the grand stand at 
the park, having got through the gate 
on stockholders’ ticket and howl themselves 
hoarse as they saw theirclubazsed as a grass 
mop by visitors in Knickerbockers towards the 
fag end of the season. Union Park is the only 
mark left to recall the celebrated transaction 
by which the Maroons passed out of existence, 
and now even that last shred by which the 
past and the present have been connected is 
to be torn away. After Friday at 10 a. m. the 
Maroons will be a thing of memory, and the 
stock will not be worth the price of the ink 
used in printing it. 

Mr. Von der Ahe was asked whether he in- 
tended to put in a bid on the park, and he re- 
plied that he did not. He will purchase prop- 
erty himself when he concludes to move.

Some of the Big Men Who Played With 
Albany, N. X. 
From the Sporting Times. 

Seated in his cosy billiard parlor, at No. 13 
South Peari street, Albany, N. I., with a bun- 
dle of sporting papers beside him, I found 
Billy Arnold, the old-time manager of the 
once famous Albany Club. ‘‘Will I have a 
team in Albany next season,’’ said Billy. 
Well, not if know myself. Base ball here 
is practically dead, as far as a professional 
club is concerned, and unless some stranger

Albany was a great base-ball city at one 
time, and we bad a team that was a dandy,’’

I had Mickey Welch, 
Barber, Jack Sharpe, Harry Fisher, Huse- 
holder, Fair, Jack Larin, Charley Snyder, 
Keipschlager, and ‘Al’ Rocap, who was one of 
the champion ’79 team. We played our first 
game on the old Troy Grounds with the Crick- 
ets of Binghamton, and easily won it. 

Stock then went up rapidly, and with a 
little hard work I organized a stock company 
and we soon had enclosed grounds.
